Congressional elections are be- 


ing held today in eseven states, 
New York, Illinois, North Caro- 
lina, Vermont, Kentucky, Arkan- 
sas and Mississippi, with one seat 
in the $enate and ten seats in the 
house at stake. 


Three states, Maryland, Missis- 


sippi and Kentucky, are electing 
go'i ernors. In other states, state j 
assemblies are being chosen and' 
various state, county and munici- 
pal measures voted upon. 


Because of the narrow repub- 


lican majorities in both 
houses 


of congress, more than usual in- 
terest attaches to these contests 
today. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 6 —Cleve- 


land, long the proving ground of 
political experiments, is voting to- 
day under the "proportional rep- 
resentation" system for a new 
city council of 25 members under 
the pro-visions of a charter adopt- 
ed two years ago.

A violent 
anti-Jewish 
wave

cialist party issued a proclama- 
tion appealing to all republicans 
throughout the nation to prepare 
for the defense of the republic 


"The reactionaries 
are deter- 


mined to force a fight and it is 
wrong for us to play the ostrich," 
said the proclamation. 


The socialist appeal condemned

way to help the state is for every 
man to hold himself in readiness 
to join the reichswehr or the na- 
t.onal police.

At one o'clock the bodies of twenty-five victims 


had been brought out by rescuers who since the dis- 
aster, have been digging frantically in the tons of 
debris which blocks the chambers. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Twelve bodies have 


been recovered from the Glen Rogers mine of the 
Raleigh Wyoming Coal Company following an explo- 
sion early this morning. 


Sixty-five men were at work when the blast oc-^ 


curred. Twenty-three were rescued, a little injured. 
Little hope is held out for the others, although des- 
perate efforts are being made to reach them. 


BECKLEY, W. Va., Nov. 6.—Thirty-five miners' 


are believed to have perished in an explosion at the 
Glen Rogers mine of the Raleigh "Wyoming Company, 
in Wyoming county early today. Twenty-five minersr 
made their escape soon after the explosion. Thirty-* 
five others were entombed 660 feet below the surface 
and mine officials fear they have been asphyxiated 
by gas. 


Rescuers shortly after 11 o'clock reached one 


chamber in which the miners were entombed and at- 
noon 20 bodies had been brought from the mine. Offi- 
cials estimate that there are at least 30 more buried. 


These, they believe, they will reach, within a few- 


hours.

The explosion occurred short- 


ly before 8 o'clock. 
The twenty- 


five miners who escaped were in 
a section cut off from the central 
point of the explosion and were 
able to make their way to the 
cages. 


All of the cages and fans were 


still in working order after the 
explosion but officials of the mine 
held out no hope for the rescue 
alive of any of the entombed men. 


J. A. McKfnney. night foreman, 


led a small band of rescuers that 
attempted to reach the trapped 
men an hour after the explosion 
occurred. 
McKinney was over- 


come after he had 
penetrated 


wthin 200 feet of where the 
miners are believed entombed 
The men with him carried him 
out. 


A government mine rescue car 


is enroute to the scene from 
Morgantown. State mine inspec- 
tor Mullens from Charleston is 
also on the way here- All state 
mine inspectors have been order- 
ed to the scene. 


Company 
officials 
estimated 


there were sixty men in the mine 
when the explosion occurred. Or- 
dinarily there would have been 
200 there but the mine has been 
working only part time recently.

TKNIS in the headway which has been made during 
ihe last few years against the dreaded scourge of 
tuberculosis. In Ohio, from 1909 to 1922 the death 
rate has dropped from 143.7 to 85.2 representing the 
proportion of the deaths from tuberculosis to those 
from other causes, or from a total number of deaths 
from tuberculosis in 1909 of 6844 to a total in 1922 
.of 5125. 


More significant however than the bare fig- 


ures for these two years' toll is the graphic presen- 
tation of the entire 14 year period embraced be- 
tween them. From 1909 to 1910 the increase of mor- 
tality was from 684*4 to 7179 deaths. In 1910 a down- 
ward trend began. It fell to 7093 in 1911, to 6764 in 
1912, to' 6571 in 1913, and then during the years of 
the war held that level approximately for 1914, 
1915, and 1916. During 1917 and 1918 a new high 
point was reached, of 7649, only to drop once more 
in 1919 to 6542. From then on, even despite the 
-large amount of tuberculosis among the returned 
soldiers, the decrease has been steady and marked 
to 5125 in 1922.
